He had fallea down the 
back stairway. It was a headlong fall, 
and when the body^wns found by the 
family it was getticg cold. The limbs 
were part way np the steps, and the head 
was on the landing pressed against the 
wall, with a givnt braise oa the left side. 
The neok was broken by the fall. Ic wis 
the habit of Mr. Schwartz t'j go up and 
down the stairway at will. He was blind 
end could not see, but he could feel. 
U'he sides ot the freshly whitened walla 
bear the marks of his finjjers. He was 
about the houae as usual Sunday even- 
ing, but was not missed until late at 
eight. It was supposed he was in his 
room, until one of his sons found him 
dead as described. 


Cjraner Bsndnre held an inquest at 


the residence this afternoon, with Dr. 
Heil, E. W. Anderson, J. O. Millspangb, 
D jo Welch, John Williamson and Wm. 
Bailey as jurymen, The verdict was ac- 
cidental death. 


The deceased was born in Luxemburg, 


Germany, and came to Droatnr in 1863. 
He leaves a widow and three children, 
Frank and John Schwartz and Mrs Ida 
Schwartz Miller. Schwartz was 70 years 
of age.

Williams lingered until 11:45 Sunday

In addition to the 
slit in his windpipe snd tbe stab two 
inches deep in his laH tide, Williams had 
a severe attack of dehrium tremens. He 
was wild and almott beyond control 
Thursday. Williams was 50 years of age 
and leaves a widow. No children, He 
was a veteran of the 89th Illinois In- 
fantry. 


Th i funeral WHS held at Macon this 


afternoon. The remains will be taken 
to-night to Blooming! on for interment. 


An Important Decision. 


A tele? ram was received from Wash- 


ington, D. 0,, this afternoon addressed 
to City Attorney McDonald, tbe Bub- 
stance of which is na follows: "Judgment 
in the Illinois Central oose against Deoa- 
tu affirmed with costs." The meaning 
of this is that the Illmoi i Central railroad 
is not exempt, by virtte o! its charter, 
from municipal improvement or special 
taxes. Judgment in the lower conrt was 
aeaicst the Central and wae carried to 
tbe supreme court by that company. 
The supreme court affirmed the judg- 
ment in the lower court and assessed the 
costs against the Central. This decision 
makes the Central liable tor special taxes 
in all tbe cities and villages through 
which it runa.

The state board of agriculture met in 


Springfield yesterday. President Gore 
WJB installed, and the board, in secret 
Marion, elected John W. Brown treas- 
urer and C. W. Oarard secretary, after 
which the various committees were ap- 
pointed. ID tbe matter ot the perma- 
nent location of tbe state fair, tb<< board 
decided in favor of permanent location, 
bnt referred the choice of location to the 
legislature. 


The committee appointed io secure 


th» location for Deoiunr was in Spring- 
field, but, owing to the action ot the 
bonrd in referring the location to the 
legislature, were nnable to do anything 
further than speak a good word for D. - 
oatnr as the most suitable place for a 
permanent location. 


The whole thing will now have to be ] 


fought out in tbe legiBla'uie, which 
means a hot and pro'oDged fight. In 
view of tbe taut ti at tbe location and tbe 
terms are to be agreed to by the legisla- 
ture, it is fair to assume that Deeatnr's 
chief competitor will be Springfield, and 
that the location will lie between these 
two cities. This being the case it miijht 
&s well be conceded first as leat that De- 
oatur will have to put its beet foot fore- 
most, and put it there vigorously too to 
win. Notwithstanding the fact that tbe 
hdvantsges of Deoatnr over all comers are 
paramount, when accessibility 
to ail 


tbn people of tbe state and tbe vim and 
vigor of the city is taken into the ac- 
connt, in an)thirg of this nature, which 
is to be determined by the legislature, 
Springfield has advantages bard to ovrr- 
come. These advantages are not those 
of looation and accessibility. In fact it 
does not enjoy any of these in the same 
degree that Deoatnr does. Bnt Us first 
strong pull is the fact that it is the Capi- 
tal of the BCBte and as such has been for 
years the political menoa of tbe politi- 
cians of the state. The result ot this has 
been that every leading citizen 10 Spring- 
Held bus become in one way and another, 
trained in the business of lobbying with 
the legislature and executive officers, and 
with this class ot men on the ground 
eeven days in the week, and every week 
the legislature is in session, to defeat 
them will require strong and Bhrewd 
work.

ference to possible cholera scourge in 
America next yaar ia of special uterest. 
It etatta tbat Representative OatLwaite 
of Ohio has takei. up and, in view of the 
danger of cholera invasion, will press 
vigorously at the session of Congress a 
proposi ion for the frequent exchange of 
soilid paper money for new notes. An 
invtsugation, made at his suggestion 
has ehown that old greenbacks and bank 
notes contain the germs of disease to ao 
unusual degree and that there ia reason 
for appnheneion of them is a producer of 
disease. Mr. Oiuhwaite baa introduced 
a bill directing the secretary of the treas- 
ury to make the necessary (regulations to 
secure the epeedy and frequent redemp- 
tion of all United States paper currency 
and all national batik notes whiob have 
become soiled, impure, unclean, 
nnd 


otherwise ntflt to use. The subject WRB 
fiist brought to Mr. Outhtraite'a atten- 
tion by Dr. 0. P 
Clark of Columbus, 


and shortly afterwards tbe Bankers' As- 
sociation of Ohio, to which Mr. Onth- 
waite wrote abont the matter, adopted a 
report in favor of legislation to secure a 
frequent exchange of notes 


Dr J. 0, Graham, Bacteriologist of 


Hterting Medical Cullege, was asked to 
moke an investigation, nnd his partial 
report discloses the fact that old paper 
monpy is full of bacteria 
Dr. Graham 


wiit«s that ho mads aa elimination of 
eight bills. A 81 bill of the series of 18-

itage thH right to recover what at tbe 
most is less than 86 a week. He may 
have been a man worth million to the 
state, a Lincoln or a Grant; he may have 
been able to earn, as Oeorge Gould did, 
•5,000,000 in four years; He may have 
left as charges upon the state a brood of 
.Htle ones and a helpless widow; he may 
have been slaughtered under oironm- 
etanoeB of peculiar atrocity—the petty 
85,(00 is tbe maximum that mav be re- 
covered in what are misnamed courts of 
justice.

posed to human lights, is constitutional.

Ba» 
who values hia goods more than bis life? 


A property limitation opens tbe doors 


to the grossest faults. Already it la 
whispered that the low value of a life 
has made it cheaper to kill than to 
mnim, and tbat life after life flickers and 
goes ont through corporate economy. 


Do not flae & man's family because ha 


waa killed. Make the negligent corpora- 
tion pay fall value for the lives they 
take, even as tttar have to pay for the 
land they take. Don't be accessory to 
murder.

The English sparrow has found a ranch 


needed Mend in the Pennsylvania Orni- 
tbologioal association, according to the 
Detroit Free Press, At tbe latt meet- 
ing of the association Dr. Etzzard took 
up ths cause of the much-abused bird, 
and while he admitted that be had been 
guilty in times past of most ot the sins 
laid to his charge, declared that he ie re- 
forming. In the coarse of his address 
he cited many very interesting facts to 
show that the "pest," as he is commonly 
called, is becoming ranch less aggressive 
and more considerate than he was. The 
song-birds, the 
robiia, woodpecker?, 


bluebirds and yellow warblers whom 
he is charged with having 
driven 


away from the cities are returning eaoh 
year in increasing numbers and building 
their nests in the accustomed spote; and 
thic, the doctors thick, is strong testi- 
mony to the improvement in the habits 
and disposition of the sparrow. 


The doctor is right, but there is still 


abundant room for improvement. 
It 


would not be a bad idea to form a so- 
ciety for the encouragement of the spar- 
row in his endeuvora to reform himself; 
and effort might very profitable be spent 
in the direction of teaching him to be 
cleaner and less pugnacious. If hi was 
clean and peaceable and would give the 
other birds a fair chance he would be an 
interesting visitor, especially in the win- 
ter, when birda are scarce. How muoh 
of the improvement tbe doctor has found 
iadne to tbe increasing substitution of 
the sparrow for the reed bird he does not 
say; and perhaps it is not best to raise 
that question.

nre wholly or partially disabled from 
manual labor unless it i« tffirm a lively 
and BBtisfBC'orily shown on special in- 
quiry that such persons are eure of sn 
abundant support and not likely to be- 
come a public charge. 


4. Persons belonging to societies which 


'avor or justify the unlawful or criminal 
destruction of property or life.

purpose of completing tho roll of the 
house Mr. Osborne was the chairman. 
"We intend, he went on, "tohave these 
questions settled here. If Osborne is 
not the man to preside somebody must 
be elected."

Butler the lawyer, statesman, politi- 
cian and millionaire manufacturer, 
died at his 'Washington residence, No. 
280 New Jersey avenue, southeast, at 
1:30 o'clock this morning. The general 
ho* always, 
to a 
more or less 


extent, made his residence in Wash- 
ington, although many of the scenes 
of his successful ventures hare been 
located elsewhere. Daring the present 
whiter a case which had been decided 
against him in the highest courts of the 
state of Massachusetts, and in which 
he took an appeal to the United States 
supreme court, has demanded his al- 
most constant residence in this city. 
Bvery Monday he was a familiar figure 
at the sessions of that body when 
the decisions were 
handed down. 


His age, as well asagcneral impairment 
of his health while listening to the oral 
decisions, looking for his own, was a 
matter of remark time and time again. 
Finally a few weeks ago, the ease was 
decided against him. Whether or not 
the loss of this case, to which he had 
paid snch close attention, brought any- 
thing more than the sorrows of a 
casual defeat, will not be known. His 
death created an immense surprise, as 
it was not even known that he was 
ailing1, any more than any man who 
had lived and labored so long would. 
Tho announcement this morning that 
he bad died at 1:30 o'clock from failure 
of the heart created more than a littlo 
surprise, and at 
that hour of the 


night details of his taking off were 
meager. 


Benjtmfn Franklin Butler w&« born in Deer- 


flc] I, N. H., Movanber 6. 1818. He was the son 
of Cttiit John Batler. who eervod under Jack- 
son a» New Organs.
